To begin to create jobs 
immediately, $41-million has 
been id hb for projects 
that can be.started very soon. 
These projects, which are the 
direct responsibility of seven 
provincial ministries, do not 
depend on other partners for 
activation and can proceed 
despite winter conditions. 

The seven ministries are: 
Attorney General; Culture and 
Communications; Colleges 
and Universities; Natural 
Resources; Transportation; 
Tourism and Recreation; and 
the Office for Disabled 
Persons. 

Through the Access Fund, 
the job creation initiative will 
fund 39 projects province-wide 
that make public and commun- 
ity buildings more accessible 
to persons with disabilities and 
senior citizens.

The Town of Campbellford is 
taking over the collection and 
temporary storage of used 
batteries in a manner which is 
an outstanding example. The 
town is supplying proper plas- 
tic barrels with a lid. Collect- 
ing used batteries is the least 
expensive part of hazardous 
waste disposal and is long 
overdue. Why is it not done 
everywhere? 


1. Regulations, written as 
general guidelines, are chok- 
ing any action because they 
are interpreted too narrowy 
and not investigated. Exam- 
ple: According to regulation 
309 of the Environmental 
Protection Act, mercury and 
mercury fulminate are consid- 
ered hazardous waste. Every- 
one is afraid to touch used 
batteries because they contain 
mercury. A letter from the 
Ministry of the Environment 
dated August 21, 1990, signed 
by Dennis Donohue, Waste 
Management Branch, states: 
“The Ministry of the Environ- 
ment has no mandate to regu- 
late collection or storage of 
hazardous wastes per se, onl 
as this releates to disposal.

The bylaw also noted that a

* The refund of RST on goods taken out of Ontario by tourists and 
on transient accommodation will be amended.

Long-term solutions 
for agriculture 
needed: Buchanan 


The provincial yovernment's 
priorities for funding are being 
set to create long-term change 
rather than quick-fix solutions, 
said the Minister of -Agricul- 
ture in Douro on Jan. 3 

Elmer Buchanan told a 
group of about 50 farmers from 
the Peterborough County Soil 


.and Crop Improvement Asso- 


ciation that they and other 
members of the farm sector 
must ‘imagine the type of 
industry you and your families 
want to be working in when the 
year 2000 arrives.” 

_ Buchanan says the govern- 
‘ment is looking at long-term 
solutions like the new ‘safety 
net’’ program, now being deve- 
‘oped by the federal and 
provincial agriculture 
ministries, 


‘It will be national in scope, 
cover a period of perhaps five 
years, offer farmers assis- 
tance during times of low 
prices or yields, and relieve 
the income pressure we face 
today,"’ he said. 

Buchanan described how the 
ministry was acting on the 
immediate troubles facing 
agriculture and food, including 
taking part in the GATT nego- 
tiations over agricultural 
subsidies which he noted were 
‘stalled at the moment.” 


“The rural community 
continues to undergo great 
changes,’ Buchanan said. 
“The number of small family 
farms is declining. Canadian 
farms with sales of over 
$100,000 increased by 75 per 


cent between 1981 and 1986 
The total number of farms 
declined by nine per cent 


He predicted that this new 
rural community will mingle 
with other economic units, and 
will subsequently bring a diffe- 
rent set of demands from the 
community 

“Services such as daycare, 
recreation and transportation 
will likely assume more impor- 
tance and there will be more . 
demands put on the tax base,” 
Buchanan said 

These changes will necesst- 
tate an emphasis on rural 
development in the Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food. ‘It 
must be attuned to the needs of 
the new kinds of. rural 
communities as it is now to the 
needs of farmers and the food 
industry,’ he said 

Buchanan commended the 
association for its part in the 
management of the program, 
Land Stewardship I, and 
encouraged the members to 
“spa with Land Stewardship 

The Land Stewardship prog- 
ram provides funding of up to 
$20,000 for farmers introducing 
cover crops, building new 
manure storage facilities, 
making wind breaks, and 
conserving the soil in various 
ways. 

‘As farmers, you share a 
common interest in conserva- 
tion, land management,: 
productive farming and grow- 
ing a product you can be proud 
of,” Buchanan said. 


26,000 producers to receive assistance 


Approximately 26,000 
producers across Ontario will 
receive increased grants 
through the 1990 Farm Income 
Assistance Program (FIAP) of 
the Ontario Ministry of Agri- 
culture and Food.

Some of the same issues 
about atfendant care for 
MDAC clients come up in 
almost every province in Cana- 
da. according to Client 
Services’ staff. 

Elona Brown, Director of 
Client Service in Ontario, 
believes that putting an 
emphasis on attendant care 
would probably lower, not 
raise, medical costs in the long 
run. Estimates for care in 
chronic care hospitals range 
all the way from $45,000 to 
$200,000 per year, according to 
some experts, while attendant 
care in the home, for a few 
hours a day, can cost a little as 
$15,000 per annum. 


“By arid large the major 
part of time we spend on 
advocating on behalf of our 
clients is spent on these 
issues.’ said Brown. “‘In 
Ontario, every one of us is 
working on several commit- 
tees on attendant care, and 


_we're constantly writing 
letters.” 
Client’ Service staff in 


Quebec have joined a coalition 
of other agencies and support 
groups to petition the govern- 
ment for more money, more 
services, and direct funding of 
attendant care by disabled 
people. Long waiting lists are 
not a problem in Manitoba, 
where Home Care is directed 
from offices located in most 
hospitals. But direct funding is 
an issue. Client Service Direc- 
tor Linda Wilton says 


The ups and downs of inter- 
est rates mystify many of us.

To understand interest rates, 
you should focus first on infla- 
tion. The higher the inflation

Otherwise, people will not 
deposit their money in finan- 
cial institutions, butewill buy 
certain stocks, real estate or 
tangible assets, such as gold 
which hold their ‘value well 
during inflationary periods. 

What investors are actually 
seeking when they demand 
higher interest rates is a 
comparable real rate of return 
to what they earned durin 
times of price stability. Re 
return is the difference

Why interest rates rise and fall 


the inflation rate. Historically, 
it has been 2%-3%, but in the 
high inflationary late 1970's 
and early 1980's, it fell as low 
as minus five percent. That 
means that people were actual- 
ly losing money on their invest- 
ments, even while earning 
double-digit interest. 


Another major force affect- 
ing interest rates is loan 
demand. rt is, in a sense, 
a commodity like any other. 
When demand for this 
commodity is strong or the 
supply is limited, its “price’’ - 
the interest rate - rises. 
Conversely, when demand is 
weak or supply is plentiful, 
rates fall. 


The demand for money is 


expressed, as demand for 
loans. Business borrows to 
build plants and buy new 
equipment; government 
borrows to finance new or 
expanding spending prog- 
rams; and households borrow 
to buy homes; cars and other 
expensive items. 

oan démand is closely 
related to how fast the 
economy is growing. When 
economic growth is robust, 
business, government and

The effect of the dollar on 
interest rates is also impor- 
tant. A lower dollar can mean 
more inflation, which, in turn, 
causes higher interest rates, 
and visa-versa. 


The Bank of Canada’s monit- 
ary policy is another determin- 
ant of interest rates, but it 
primarily affects short-term 
rates (i.e., 90 days or less). By 
varying the amount of 
reserves it provides to. the 
chartered banks, the Bank of 
Canada controls the growth of 
the nation’s money supply. 
And by raising and lowering - 
the interest rate it charges the 
banks for these reserves, it 
controls the Treasury bill rates 
and the bank rates. (The latter 
is the rate at which the Bank of 
Canada lends money to the 
chartered banks).

Turning plastic into roads 


~ Ontario’s growing traffic 
and harsh weather exact a 
heavy toll on our roads. 

The hot summer sun softens 
the asphalt, often forming ruts 
in the road under heavy traffic 
loads. In the winter, bitter cold 
can turn the asphalt brittle, 
Her Na it to snap like cold 
t 

The result: potholes, bumps 
in the road, and growing road 
repair bills. 

o combat this problem, 
special plastics are increasing- « 
ly being added to the asphalt, 
especially for use along heavi- 
ly travelled highways. The 
long plastic molecules “knit” 
the asphalt together, resulting 
in a road surface that is more 
flexible in the summer and 
stronger in the winter. The 
road will last longer under 
heavier loads at both high anbd 
low temperatures. 

Researchers supported by 
the Ontario Centre for Mater- 
ials Research (OCMR) are 
adding a new twist to this idea. 
Instead of mixing costly, 
custom-made plastics into the 
asphalt, OCMR researchers 
are investigating the use of 
waste plastics such as old milk 
jugs and even tires. 

‘It makes a lot of sense,” 
says Anthony Redpath, an offi- 
cial with OCMR, one of Ontar- 
io’s seven research Centres of 
Excellence. ‘‘By peer 
scrap plastic as asphalt modi- 
fiers, we could extend the lives 
of roads with plastics mixed in 
are less slippery than tradi- 
tional all-asphalt roads. 

- Although laboratory tests 
suggest t at recycling plastics 
into roads is both feasible and 
economical, the idea has still 
to be proven under harsh, 
real-world conditions. But 
that’s about to change. The 
Ontario Ministry of Transpor- 
tation has invited five organi- 
zations to submit their plastic- 
asphalt mixtures to be tested

The most promising solution, 
according to MRCO Consortia 
Manager Chris Beaver, 
make the sand available for 
use in building and rodd 
construction materials. The 
consortium is also undertaking 
research to make the waste 
sand 100 per cent recyclable 
within the industry, which 
would eliminate a major sour- 
ce of waste at Ontario's 
already overburdened 
dumpsites.

Canadians everywhere have 
awakened to the reality of 
aboriginal concerns. Much has 
been said--in “the media, in 
government circles. around 
kitchen tables, and most recen- 
tly* in the Canadian Human 
Rights Commission (CHRC) 
report--about the righting of 
historical wrongs and the 
federal government’s role in 
that process. 

In the past two centuries we, 
as a nation, have made more 
than enough mistakes in our 
dealings with aboriginal 
peoples. That is why this 
government is determined 
that, with the agreement and 


co-operation of First Nations, . 


this time we will get it right. 

That is also why, for all its 
best intentions, much of what 
was said in the Nov. 21st, 1990 
Human Rights Commission- 
er’s report is decidedly wrong. 
Faulty facets leave wrong 
impressions. 

Federal Claims Policy 

The current comprehensive 
claims policy is not a long- 
standing policy, as the Human 
Rights Commissioner claims. 
It was, in fact, introduced only 
four years ago in 1986. Sinte 
then, two major claims have 
been settled in the north with 
the Council for Yukon Indians 
and the Tungavuk Federation 
of Nunavut which involve an 
area of land (395,000 sg. kms), 
larger than Newfoundland/ 
Labrador and compensation of 
$800 million. In addition to 
seven claims currently being 
negotiated, a further 18--all in 
British Columbia--have been 
accepted for negotiation by the 
federal government. 

As of March 1990, 578 specific 
claims had been submitted to 
the Department of Indian 
Affairs and Northern Develop- 
ment, of which 205 have been 
dealt with and a further 275 
specific claims have been 
settled’ with more than $75 
million paid in compensation 
and nearly 100,000 acres of 
land provided to Indian bands. 
Self-Government Policy 

The approach, process and 
pace of self-government agree- 
ments are driven by Indian 
communities, not bureaucrats 
in Ottawa. This government 
believes that it is native people 
themselves who can best 
decide their own destinies. As 
of June, 1990, 141  self- 
perce proposals had 

en received by DIAND and 
are now at various stages of 
Octer and development. 
Bill C-31 

By the end of this year, 
roughly 92,000 people will have 
registered as status Indians 
under this legislation. Due to 
the tremendous reponse to this 
new law, the government has 
entered into a rage pager 
joint study with the Native 
Council of Canada, the Chiefs’ 
Committee on Citizenship, the 
Federation of Saskatchewan 
Indian Nations and the Native 
Women’s Association of Cana- 
da to determine the appropri- 


.ate measures to meet the new 
demands on reserves. 


Commission Of Inquiry 
The Government of Canada 
recognized this need in its 
native agenda, announced in 
rliament on Sept. 25th. The 
itizen’s Forum on Canada’s 


were to be established. ~ 
Dismantling DIAND 

Of all the CHRC’s recom- 
mentations, the suggestion to 
crease yet another bureaucra- 
ey is the most incomprehensi- 
ble. Either Canada must abol- 
ish federal management of 
Indian programs--which 
Indians have not yet decided’ 
on-or we must continue our 
current course, which is the. 
steady devolution of power to 
Indian governments at a pace 


- determined by them. The 


latter is the approach we have 
taken and we have made 
considerable gains in this area. 

DIAND staff positions have 
been cut from 6,200 to 4,200 in 
the past five years--while the 
ranibee of jobs filled by native 
peoples has increased by 19 per 
cent. Administrative coasts 
account for only 4.3 per cent of 
a $3.5 million budget. More 
than 70 per cent of. program 


‘funds go directly to Indian 


bands and band councils, to be 
administered at the local level 
by 16,200 aboriginal 
se ic i 

The role of the department is 
defined by law. Within that 
law, the Indian Act, we have 
been trying to make our role 
more flexible and useful. But 
ultimately it is only through 
changes to the Act itself that 
DIAND, or indeed will, disap- 

ar if that is the wish of 

ndian people. They must 
decide. 
Native Agenda 

Since Prime Minister Brian 
Mulroney announced the new 
native agenda this fall, I have 
had meetings with members of 
110 bands across Canada, 
listening to and learning from 
them. They tell me to take the 
time to do things properly and 
to do them according to their 
timetable, not one set by 
Ottawa. 

In the days since the agenda 
was announced, there has been 
substantive progress. Some 
announcements have been 
made; others soon will be. 

These include: 

* The lifting of the six claim 
limit from the comprehensive 
claims policy and the subse- 
quent agreement by the 

overnment of British Colum- 

ia to enter into negoations on 
the outstanding Nisga’s 
claims; 

* The commencement of 
consultations with Indian 
groups on a discussion paper 

ealing with on-reserve hous- 
ing, including water and 


Sewage concerns, 


* Announcement of an 
agreed-to-process between the 
federal government and 
Saskatchewan Indians to settle 
treaty land entitlement 
claims; and 

* Announcement of a Citi- 
zen’s Forum, the mandate of 


« which includes a thorough 


review of the fundamental role 
and place of abori coe a 
in contemporary Canada; 
These are achievements in 
which all Canadians can take 
ride, particularly First 
ations citizens. There is still 
room for vast improvement. 
Much remains to be done. But 
we must move sensitively in 
dealing with decades and 
centuries of difficulty for 
Indian people. That damage

‘“Bubbie’’. So began the Hear- 
ingsEar Dog of Canada 
(HEDC). Jacqueline had been 
ee raising and picsmes, 
standard poodles for severa 
years and applied these skills 
to the training of the first 
Canadian hearing ear dog. 


Since then the organization has 


grown. Across Canada there 
are now 70 hearing ear dogs 
and five hearing ear dog train- 
ers, a few of whom are still 
apprentices. 

earing ear dogs help their 
deaf and hard-of-hearin 
owners to communicate wit 
the environment. As a friend- 
lier alternative to flashing 
lights. occasionally subject to: 
mechanical or power failures. 
these dogs alert their owners to 
a wide variety of sound, smoke 
detectors, alarms, doorbells, a 
kettle’s whistle, a baby’s cry, 
and the ringing of a telephone, 
for example. They are also 
known to hold doors open, turn 
on lights and carry buckets 
and packages. Hearing ear 
dogs respond to verbal 
commands, but some learn a 
few hand signs, such as those 
for “sit’’ and ‘‘come™ 

Hearing ear dog owner Dian- 
ne Holt of Mississauga appre- 
ciates the freedom that her dog 
Heidi gives her. “Before I 
spent a lot of time in. the 
kitchen. afraid to go to the 
bathroctn or vacuum or laun- 
dry. as | might miss the door or 
the phone, but with Leidi I 
have more freedom.”

The Hearing Ear Dog Train-. 
ing Centre, where Prander 
Jacqueline Harbour continues 
to act as Director of Training. 
acquires many dogs from 
Humane Societies. Because 
the animal generally alerts its 
owner by jumping up on him or 
her, large dogs are not usually 
selected. 

The favored breeds are shet- 
land sheepdogs (shelties) and 
border collies. Obedience; 
training, which takes about 
one month, begins when the! 
dog is eight to nine months old, 
followed by approximately two’ 
months of special auditory 
training. When the dog is ready | 
for placement, the trainer 
accompanies the animal to its 
new home for a one-week stay ~ 
to teach the dog and owner how 
to work together. Gradually 
the trainer leaves, first for the 
weekend, returning on Monday 
- then altogether. After three 
months, the trainer returns for 
a check-up. If the owner and 
dog are working well together, 
they receive a bright orange 
collar and leash that signifies 
they have been certified as a 
hearing ear dog ‘‘team.” 

HEDC maintains yearly 
contact with the pair and will 
help them adapt to situation 
changes. For example, the 
birth of a child or a move from 
one home to another. - 

Though training costs are 
high - approximately $4,000 - 
hearing ear dogs are free to 
deaf and hard of hearing

to_consider what happens to 
their child during practice and 
while on the playing field. and 
it is the responsibility of every- 
one involved to make sure the 
experience is a good one. , 
Sports is often seen as a way 
to help a child develop not just 
as an athlete. but as a person. 
Many physical. social and 
lifestyle skills can‘ be learned

When asked how the new 
truck was leet pb uoles village 
fire chief, Roger Snider, 
replied ‘‘absolutely great’! 
“We are 100% happy with the 
new vehicle.” 

The new pumper replaces 
the now 23 year old King 
Seagrave fire truck, as the 
department's number one 
response vehicle. 

The new truck has a greater 
water capacity as it can pump 
840 gallons of water per minute 
(GPM) compared to 625 GPM 
for the older model. Also the 
new truck has a more powerful 
diesel engine, where its older 
counterpart utilized a less 
powerful gas. engine. This 


. extra power, along with the 


four inch water intake on the 
vehicle, means the new truck 
can draw water from a 
hydrant at a further distance 
than previously possible and 
still, quite easily, supply 
enough water to a fire scene, 
providing valuable protection 
for our firefighters. 

The acquisition of the new 
truck however, does not spell 
out retirement for its previous 
counterpart, as it will still be 
used as additional strength at a 
fire scene, and will also double 
as a first response vehicle if 
the new truck has to leave the 
village to aid other area fire 
departments, or during a time 
when the new vehicle ts out of 
service for maintenance. 

The new pumper, along with 
its captain, David Genereaux, 
have not yet had to pump 
water at any of the fire calls 
they have responded to, but 
they have practiced pumping 
aha acre extensively, an 
irefighters are very pleased 
with the truck's performance. 

Along with the new pumper, 
the fire department is also 

leased to announce three new 
irefighfers to the village's 
force.

Origins, A History of Canada 


TV Ontario offers 57 Home 
Study Winter TV courses. One 
course on Canadian History is 
entitled “Origins, A History of 
Canada.”’ . 

In the Signals book, one 
picture of J.D. Kelly was used 
to introduce this. *‘The First 
British Flag in North ‘Ameri- 
ca’’ (1479) showed John Cabot 
and his son Sebastian raising 
the British flag with the three- 
masted-ship, the Matthew, in 
the background. Kelly did 
about one historical picture 
each year and he painted 
Cabot in 1938. Kelly began this 
series in 1927 when he painted 
“Canada's Diamond Jubilee” 
and his final one ‘The Klon- 
dike Gold Rush” in 1954 when 
Kelly was 92 years of age. 

Kelly’s early memorable 
years were spent in Percy 
Township and he always called 
Warkworth his home. In 1968,

nized the work of. Kelly by 
placing the gold and blue 
aCe in Percy Centennial 
ark.

Valuable sewing aid 


The most important aid for a 
handicapped person doing 
hand-sewing is a frame of 
some type that will hold the 


work firmly in place. The usual’ 


kind is a standing frame hold- 
ing a larger embroidery hoop 
or rollers to which the needlew- 
ork is fastened. However, this 
os gobs that you lean forward 
and you may find it tiring on 
your back. 

Another type has a similar 
holder but is mounted on a 
curved frame on which you sit. 
This brings the work right over 


your lap. The frame is jointed . 


so it can be tipped to any 
comfortable angle. 

An even smaller one is 
designed to clamp on the edge 
of a table or on your wheel- 
chair tray. 

Any of these designs elimi- 
nates the necessity of sta 
the work. They can be mount 
to the left or right, depending 
on which hand you use, and lets 
you sew with one hand. 

For those who have difficutly 
seeing fine work, every sewin 
shop carries the type o 
magnifying glass that rests on 
your chest and is supported by 
a cord around your neck. 

Needle threaders will help 
with fairly large-eyed needles, 
but for fine sewing there is a 
special needle designed that 
needs no threading. It has a 
groove in the top and a very 
tiny crack down into the eye so 
when you pull a threat taut in 
the groove it will pop down into 
the eye of the needle. Some- 
times the needle has two eyes; 
the second one can be threaded 
in the usual way. 

Keep a small magnet tied to 
a string in your sewing basket. 
You will find it handy for 
picking up dropped pins and 
needles. 


Keep pins in a paper-clip 
holder with a magnetic top.

A reluctant author triumphs once again: 


Westwood - As it was 12 years 
ago, Jean Lancaster Graham 
returned to the Westwood 
Town Hall to sign copies of her 
famous local history book 
Asphodel: A Tale of a 
Township. 

The charming, and reluctant 
author, has just seen 1,000 
copies of ‘her 1978 book 
reprinted and was in Westwood 
January 12 for a second 
“coming out party’’ for this 
justifiably acclaimed work of 
ocal history. 

The first coming out party, 
back in December of 1978, was 
truly an event of no small 
order and the book's value to 
the area and its residents 
cannot be overestimated. 

‘There were massess of 
people here and there were 
speeches from dignitaries,”’ 

rs. Graham remembers. 
place was really 
humming.”’ 

“She did a terrific job,”’ says 
Arnold Stevenson, the reeve of 
Asphodel Township when coun- 
cil approached Mrs. Graham 
about the project. 

But Mrs. Graham, a mathe- 
matics teacher who retired 
from teaching at Norwood 
High School in 1973, was quite 
surprised when Mr. Stevenson 
and his council asked her in 
1975 to undertake the task of 
writing a local history. 

“I was’a resident, a school 
teacher and | guess I looked 
like a sucker,’ she laughs 12 
years later. 

They just called me out of 
the blue and I laughed, she 
recalls. But Arnold told me to 
think it over. 

“And I asked myself, ‘if | 
don’t do it who will?’ I knew I 
can do the research.” 

She had actually started out 
a tae she would put her 
research talents to use and 


- then someone else could actu- 


ally do the writing. But as 
history records, Mrs. Graham 
‘followed the whole project 
through from first interviews, 
to the selection of a publisher 
and then autograph sessions. 

She started by making a list 
of names of those settlers in 
the township back in 1875 and 
then a list of names of families 
who still survived. Mrs. 
Graham came up with a list of 
75 names and then spent two 
afternoons a week with each 
family. 

And while some might 
consider a list of 75 families a 
pretty good start for research 
into local history, Mrs. 
Graham says she “was not 
surprised that there were 75; I 
was surprised there were not 
more.”

After doing each interview, 
she quickly transcribed her 
notes and then filed away in 
folders. She would also spend a 
shire deal of time readin 

ackground history: -- Frenc 
and British. And, inevitably, as 
the project gained momentum 
‘‘more people would come 
forward” with pictures and 
information. 

She also read through all the, 
township council minutes from 
1850 (the council's first year) -- 
a brave task for anyone to 
pursue. 

It took me one year to do 
these interviews, she says 
There were so many stories -- 
and so many stories that the 
families did not want me to 
print. 

/*There were lots of stories 
for my bridge clubs,”’ she 
chuckled. 

While Mrs. Graham might 
have been a reluctant author, 
she comes honestly by her 
ability to understand the town- 
ship and how it grew from its 
infancy days after Richard 
Birdsall first surveyed it in 
1820 and, mistaking the white 
trilllum for an asphodel, 
coined the township's name. 
Descendants of Colonel Bird- 
sall, still live in the original 
house -- the oldest standing 
house in Asphodel, 

| had five great-great- 
grandfathers who settled with- 
in a five mile radius of each 
other in Otonabee . and 
Asphodel Townships. she said. 
so I have developed quite a feel 
for the twonship, esepcially the 
east end. 

Mrs. Graham concentrated 
her work on the period between 
1820-90 and deliberately did not 
go to any archives. 

“I was trying to get original 
stuff,’’ she said. 

After deciding to stop her 
research on New Year's 1978. 
Mrs. Graham sat down and 
“with great trepidation 
brought out my folders.’’ sHe 
proceeded to write a chapter 
on teachers -- naturally -- and 
then gave it to her friend Jane 
Deyman who had worked on 
the Peterborough County 
Atlas. 

Mrs. Deyamn's review was 
inspiring and Mrs. Graham 
continued through her chap- 
ters -- ranging from ‘Before 
1820°' to “The Peter Robinson 
Settlers in Asphodel.”’ 

The folders that she had used 
to store her research notes 
proved an invaluable. writing 
tool. ; 

‘I more or less transcribed 
my notes,’ Mrs. Graham says. 
“I kept sending proofs, sorting 
pictures and it got done.”

14th. Merchants had several 
coneerns, one of which 
pinpointed the village’s down- 
town parking problem. 


As of press time this past 
Monday (Jan. 28) there was 
still one objection remaining in 
the village's files. This objec- 
tion was filed more than two ~ 
weeks ago by Bob Henderson 
of the Madoc IGA. His objec- 
tion also highlights the parking 
problem in the downtown core.

Post polio syndrome, 
inflamed tendons in the hip 
area, bad scoliosis, rotated 
pelvis, some arthritis, some 
deformities... lose ten pounds, 
take aspirin for pain, go to 
physical therapy, get shoe lift, 
conserve energy.

Look for pearls 
that have a bright. clear lustre 
and a deep inner glow. Try to 
select pearls that are relative- 
ly free of noticeable surface 
blemishes such as cracks.
